SPAN Board of Directors 
SPAN Center was notified

The second group will be for 
young people, and will deal with 
all adolescent problem areas, 
including alcohol. Included will 
be discussion relating to the 
reasons young people drink, 
and where alcohol usage fits in 
their behavioral patterns. 


Starting dates for both groups 
will be set and publicized in the 
near future. 


F ontana 
Blasts Westman 



Agawam Firefighters’ Local 
1973 President Alfred “Junie” 
Fontana today levelled a series 
of blasts at Town Manager 
James Westman for failure to 
meet with the firemen on four 
issues. 

Fontana’s primary complaint 
is that the manager has failed to 
be present at contract 
negotiation sessions, and that 
the manager’s negotiation 
“team” failed to show at a 
negotiation session on October 
17. 

“We arrived at the town hall 
for the session at 2 p.m., as 
scheduled . and at 2:35, we left, 
when nobody al owed,” Fontana 

explained 


Another grievance Fontana 
mentioned was the failure of the 
town to pay all firefighters who 
worked as lieutenants out-of¬ 
grade pay. 

On September 12, an ar¬ 
bitrator granted Fontana 
lieutenant’s pay for out-of- 
grade work performed in Oc¬ 
tober, 1974. Posnik, before the 
arbitrator, said the town would 
honor that decision in all cases, 
yet only Fontana has been paid 
to date, the union leader said. 

Fontana said he will ask 
Posnik to repeat the promise to 
Westman, “then if he doesn't or 
the manager still refuses to 
pay, we’ll go further.”

The town agreed to drop the 
charge if the union returned to 
the bargaining table, Fontana 
explained, and did so on Oc¬ 
tober 2.

Safe Winter Driving

Emergencies come, and 
emergencies go; and, ac¬ 
cording to Police Safety Officer 
Sgt. Stanley Chmielewski, it’s 
the responsibility of the police 
department to handle all types 
of emergency situations ef¬ 
ficiently and effectively. 

But there’s one type of 
emergency situation that’s 
predictable, according to the 
sergeant — it’s the sudden 
winter storm that catches 
drivers unprepared. He listed 
lack of foresight, impatience 
and failure to adjust to con¬ 
ditions among the main driver 
errors causing most bad- 
weather tieups and fender- 
bender collissions. 

He offered the following tips 
provided by the International 
Association of Chiefs of Police 
and based on recommendations 
from the National Safety 
Council’s Committee on Winter 
Driving Hazards: 

— Before you start, clear 
your windshield, side and rear 
windows of ice and snow. Free- 
up the wiper blades and clean 
snow from the hood. Peephole 
driving is an invitation to 
disaster. 

— Clean headlights and 
taillights thoroughly. Keep the 
windshield washer reservoir 
filled with the proper anti¬ 
freeze solution for prevailing 
temperatures. 

— Run heater and defroster a 
few minutes before you start. 
Otherwise, sudden fogging of 
the glass could blind you. 

— On the road, steer steady 
on ice and snow. Don’t make 
abrupt changes in direction. 
Anticipate lane change and 
turns. Make them gradually. 

— If you must drive during 
severe snow a«d ice conditions, 
use reinforced tire chains for 
maximum traction in deep 


snow and glare ice. 

— Keep your speed down and 
give yourself plenty of 
following distance in traffic. 
You need lots of room to steer 
and stop on winter slick roads 
and streets. 

— Slow down well ahead of 
intersections. They're apt to be 
extra slick because of the 
polishing effect of stopping and 
starting traffic. 

— Watch for warming trends, 
they lead to trouble. Ice is twice 
as slippery at 30 degrees as it is 
at 0 degrees. 

— Even though most of the 
road is clear, watch ahead for 
icy patches in shady spots — 
tree shadows and underpasses. 
If you hit one unexpectedly, 
hold the wheel steady and roll 
through. Jamming on the 
brakes will only send you into a 
skid. 

— If you do skid, don’t panic. 
Steer in the direction that the 
rear of the car is sliding. Don’t 
oversteer. When you feel the 
car straighten out, turn the 
wheels straight and keep 
rolling. 

— If you’re stuck in the snow, 
turn your front wheels back and 
forth to push snow away from 
your tires. Shift to the highest 
gear; and with a gentle foot on 
the gas, try to ease out without 
spinning the wheels. You’ll dig 
in deeper if you spin. 

— If that doesn’t work, try 
rocking by alternately shifting 
between forward and reverse. 
Check your owner’s manual for 
advice on rocking with an 
automatic transmission to 
avoid costly repairs. 

Recognizing in advance the 
limitations that adverse 
weather places on driving and 
vehicle control, according to 
Sgt. Chmielewski, is the best 
way you can keep an 
emergency from turning into a 
disaster!
